day morning in (IhcUca 
M ethodist Episcopal 
church. 
It is the lirst social kindness shown to 
me by the public jircss in this city. A t the same 
tim e please allow me to say tliat th e statem ent of 
your reporter th at my sermon was abusive of our 
Catholic brethren does mo g reat iujustice. 
Not 
a word have I uttered which m ight lead to auch a 
Bupposition. and in this statem ent I feel conüdent 
th a t the very larga congregation, num bering at 
least seven hundred persons, will bear me out. 
A t the very oommoncement of my sermon I dis­ 
tinctly said “ th at I am not an anti-Popery preacher. 
I do not believe in th at class of men ; th at I cher­ 
ish the m ost friendly feelings tow ards the Catho­ 
lics, and th at if they think they can bo saved 
through their faith and practice I say ‘am en,’ for 
my h ea rt’s prayer is th a t all of them muy be 
saved.”

word of com m ent upon the Pope personally, or the 
Catholic faith, for 1 would consider such uu ac t 
very unchristian and against the habits of a true 
geutlem an. 
I did say, how ever, th a t while our 
Catholic friends desire to dictate to the P rotest­ 
an ts in this country w here and where not the 
Bible shall be re a d , in countries where they are 
the power, like, for exam ple, iu the estates of the 
Church, wc P rotestants would not dare to build 
a church or preach the Gospel according to our 
own b elief; which is true, 
in Catholic countries 
with P rotestant com m unities they have the con­ 
cordat, according to whose rules P ro testan t in­ 
stitutions are governed. 
Concerning tbo present w ar I did not say th at 
It was a wav betw een Catholics and P ro to stau ts, 
but quoted from th e Catholio press in this city 
th at made such assertion. Besides I have as m uch 
right to show my sym pathy for P ro testau t Prus­ 
sia as our Catholic ñ'iends have to show theirs for 
Catholic F rance. 
I have the same right to preach 
In vindication of the Bible in public schools as the 
Catholic clergy have to preach against it. 
Publio 
schools are American national institutions, and I 
deny the rig h t to a set of foreigners, 
who

escape 
slavery 
and 
abuse 
of 
Old 
W orld’s 
m onarchies, 
to overthrow Am erican institutions. 
I claim the 
Bible to bo the American national p ro p erty , m ade 
so by the action of the C ongress of the United 
Htates of America, first assembled in Philadelphia, 
and so recognized officially in courts. Congress 
and State Legislatures, from the days of George 
W ashington to the present hour. 
Kuch being the 
case, nobody has a right to dictate th at the Bible 
shall not be read in public institutions of Am erica. 
Id regard to my saying th at if the C atholics do not 
like this country they m ay pack their trunks 
and go som ewhere 
else, I said our Catholic 
brethren claim the exclusion of the Bible from 
public schools on the ground th at they arc oiti- 
sens of this country. L et us reverse the caso. 
Ruppose wo Americans go to Rome, becom e citl- 
sens of Romo, and we tell the venerable Pope 
U iatthc mode of his governing the people is not 
in conformity with our A m erican notions, and we, 
the adopted citizens of Romo, ask him to de­ 
molish his time-honored institutions of Church and

These latter are en ln iited 
tb ^ Rov. Dr. Jastrow and Rev. M esfis. Morals, 
■^(¡Pbs and Biitteuwieber, all m eu said to be 
erlilnontly fitted for their tasks. 
BntM uImonldes College does not prosper, as 
its founder» had hoped aud wished it would. 
It 
has suffered and languished under variou» difiicul- 
tie» from the very day It was proposed and ha» 
not overcome them yet. These dífficulUe» were 
m ade clearly ap p aren t through the discussions of 
thegiibject in the Jew ish press of the country, 
and particularly lost May unrtng the sittings in 
this city of the “ American Board of D elegates” 
of Hebrew congregations, ot which Rev. Dr. 
Jsslro w , rector and dean of the college, was p re­ 
sent, aud hoped and worked for an utlioial recog­ 
nition and endorsem ent of Maimonides College by 
this central authority of American Jew s. 
The 
doctrinal a» ! ritualistic dillerences betw een or­ 
thodox, scm i-orthodox, m oderate, liberal and 
radical reform could be observed In well defined 
ooDtrast during the debate on the subject, whicii 
for a time was not only anim ated, but very earnest 
and occasionally eveu personal. 
It is this divergence of views which baa p re­ 
vented Maimonides t.'ollege from being bettor 
m aintained. 
They who resolutely staud by th« 
old form of worship, and vlgoroiisiy enforce upon 
and among themselves the code of laws of the 
Ponlateucli, as enacted by Moses under divine in­ 
spiration, could never harmonize with those whose 
ideas of worship iu the syuagoguo now in m odern 
grooves, and who fear not to declare th at the 
Mosaic code and m any provisions of the M iahna 
arc antiquated, iucom patible with the spirit of the 
age, uud being of no religious Im port, but mere 
police regulations of the theocratic Rtate, as It ex ­ 
isted under Moses, and after him In Palestine, may 
and should bo disreg irded w ithout incurring the 
blam e of apoatacy. 
A sa natural consequence, so 
long as these irrecoucilable diUereuces continuo, 
there cau be no union among the Jew s in support 
of this e.oHege, which tried to go its course abont 
midway between the two extrem es. 
But this 
jva te m ilieu this compromising of the time of 
Moses with the age of etcam , the telegraph and 
the press, lias, it seems, brought uo benefit to 
MaiuMinides ('ollege, and it is the opinion of many 
prom inent rabbis and other Jew s th at, in order tu 
nourish, this college will have, sooner or later, to 
ariach itself op' nly and fearlessly to one or the 
other, orlhodox or reform , and then only will it 
have warm iiiul energetic partisans.

lent to an oatli, and th at every good Jew feels 
bound by his consci' nco and religion to observe 
such an oath. 
There existed formerly a judicial 
form of admliiietering an oath to Jew s in Ger­ 
m any, but the Jew s tliem selves have protested 
agaiust this m anner of adm inistering It, as the 
form had its origin In the superstition, the igno­ 
rance and the prcjndlces of the Middle Ages, and 
it ia now everywhere aboliihed. It was believed 
by Christians Uiat a Jew called God to witne.-s 
only if attired in the p h y lan eries and the scarf, 
and to make it more solemn the Thorah Roll was 
given In his hand. 
It w.as s slur cast on the Jew s 
and their religion, but they had to submU to It 
until the civihziition of onr ceutury sw ept awuy 
this reiuuani. of barbarism . 
But in this free 
country wo see ignorance so ram pant th at Jew s 
do not hesitate to bring their religion into con­ 
tem pt and their morals under suspicion by m ak­ 
ing a show of theii orthodoxy and their ignorance. 
Are our Ghrisliaa fellow ciiizons to believe th at 
an oath taken by a Jew with uncovered bead 
is not binding 
ou 
him, and 
tm t his reli­ 
gion and conscience require a certain form and 
position ? 
Are we, in this free co n n trr, to revive 
the barbarism of the Middle Ages?

Communications were received from Rev. W. K, 
R obertson, Tallahassee Mission, in regard to 
printing the New Testam ent iu the language oflhe 
C reek Indians; from Rev. J. F. Pogue, of Ilouo- 
luln, in regard to printing editions of Mattiicw 
and Mark in tlic Bonobe language for the Ascou- 
slon Islands in the .Micronoslan g ro u p ; from Rev. 
Dr. Bergne, London, stating th at the British and 
Foreign Bible Society have taken ellectual raeas- 
sures to distribute the Scriptiues in the French 
and German armies, and from Rev. Dr. .Jaroby, 
Bremen, showing th at he ia supplying the Gecmati 
soldiers iu behalf of our society,and regretting that 
he has no French Testamen»® for French prison­ 
ers. 
Interesting letters were received from Mr. 
Andiow M. Milne, M ontevideo, showing increasing 
demand for the Scriptures on his (iofd, and the 
progress of the w rk of introducing the New Tes- 
tam eut as a school book into the national schools.

MacMahon, who has fought so well, has 
been defeat(»d. 
The remains of his brave 
army are prisoners of war. Nápoleon has 
surrendered in person to King William. The 
presumption here is that Bazaiae has capitu­ 
lated. Between the Prussian army and Paris 
there la nothing in the shape of opposition. 
Not since the newspaper became an estab­ 
lished institution has the morning press 
poured upon the reading i>ublic such a mass 
of mighty intelligence. 
Since the llth of July —some six weeks 
ago—what mighty events have taken place! 
What sweeping changes have been accom­ 
plished! 
How the mighty have fallen and 
the proud been laid low! On the above date 
France declared war against Prussia. Why ? 
! Because Prussia would not bow the knee and 
j ignominiously play the part of a mo.st obedi> nt 
I servant to the Emperor Napoleon. A Hoheu- 
zollern 
prince 
had 
been named for 
the throne of Spain. France was affronted 
and 
the name 
was 
withdrawn. 
But 
Napoleon was not sutistied. 
King William 
was asked to pledge himself and his goveru- 
lucnt to the effect that no IVussian prince 
should ever be allowed to be a candidate for 
the Spunish throne. Tiiis King William and 
hi.s Ministers refused to do. Prussia felt in- 


in an intelloctutti aiid military point of view. 
Not under any other form of government can 
she be anything more than a second rate Power. 
The complications which may grow out of this 
present crUls astonish and perplex. The pro- 
oiamatiori of Papal Infallibility and the down­ 
fall of Napoleon give some importance to the 
year 1H70.

The manoeuvre of MacMahon for the relief 
of Bazaine h s ended In his own capture. His 
army is demolished and the Emperor himself 
is a prison r. The victorious enemy is now 
ready to swoop down upon Metz, where they 
have kept Brizaino closely pinned until they 
could run down MacMahon, or wove in triumph 
on the gay capital where the maddened French 
populace still threaten determined resistance.

The repeated reverses of the French 
armies had in a measure prepared the public 
for almost any disaster, but so complete and 
signal a triumph as that announced yesterday 
was altogether unexpected. The news of the 
surrender of the Emperor and the capitulation 
of General MacMahon spread tlirougbont the 
city rapidly. At first people were disposed 
to regard it as a canard, but when confirmation 
of its truth wiiH received the sensa­ 
tion became intense. 
'fhe tiermans were 
jubilant, 'fhey hung their houses with the 
flags of Faderland and America and drank to 
the glories of the German arms. Among 
Frenchmen the feeling was that of regret, nnd 
the little expressed by tlieui showed how 
deeply they felt the disasters wliicii had fallen 
on the gallant armies of their native country. 
Americans regarded the matter with surprise, 
not unmixed with regret in numerous cases, at

Since the invention of gunpowder there has 
been no war between any two or more nations 
which will compare with this just closed 
between France and Germany, whether we 
consider the strength and equipments of the 
armies on both sides, the bloody battles fought, 
and within the brief limits of a single month, 
or the obstacles overcome and the results 
achieved by the armies of the successful bel­ 
ligerent. 
The war was declared by France July 15, 
and hostilities wore commenced by France, 
“Louis and I,” at the little frontier German 
town of Saarbriick, where the Prince Imperial 
received his “ baptism of fire,” on the 2d day 
of August, and on the 2d day of September the 
war is ended in the capitulation of the army of 
MacMahon and the surrender of Napoleon to 
King William. Within the week from the 
opening of the ball in the dramatic little affair 
of Saarbriick the strong positions of the 
advance right wing of the French army 
under MacMahon, from the Saar to the 
Rhine, 
and thence up to Strasbourg, 
in a series 
of 
fierce 
and bloody 
battles were carried, the whole French 
line was doubled up and pushed backward 
over the Vosges Mountains to tho lino of the 
Moselle and its protecting fortresses. Iu these 
operations the losses to the French involved 
the reduction of tho splendid army column of 
fifty thousand men, with which MacMahon 
marched out of Strasbourg, August 4, to less 
than fifteen thousand in his halt to repair 
damages at Chalons, ten days later. 
When Napoleon rode back with the Prince 
Imperial to his headquarters at Metz, the 
French army,extending in a segment of a circle 
from that point around to Strasbourg, num­ 
bered, perhaps, not less than two hundred and 
fifty thousand men. 
The German armies 
confronting him, roughly computed since at 
half a million, did not probably exceed in all 
three hundred and fifty thousand men. 
But 
the weight of it was thrown with crushing 
force upon MacMahon, and in bis demolition 
at Woerth tho whole campaign was virtually 
decided. The next chapter in tho sanguinary 
drama was in the succession of desperate bat­ 
tles with the original left and centre of the 
French army, on the line of the Moselle, under 
Bazaine. culminating in the terrific struggle of 
tho 18th at Gravelotte, which resulted in 
shutting up Bazaine within the walls of Metz, 
to the extent of from eighty to a hundred 
thousand men, ia charge of the Prassian Ge­ 
neral Steiametz. 
Thus by the 18th of August fhe original 
French Army of the Rhine was disposed of, 
including a detachment beleaguered in Stras­ 
bourg, and e.xclu4¡ng the escaping remnant of 
.MacMabon’s corps and the detachments escap­ 
ing from Metz and uniting with MacMahon in 
the north. To this point the French losses in 
killed, wounded and prisoners, and in their 
forces held in several fortresses, as under lock 
and key, wore equal to two hundred thousand 
men. The capitulation of the new army of 
MacMahon under General Wimpfen at the 
time involved an additional immediate los.s of 
one hundred and fifty thousand men, more or 
less. Wo have no means of estimating the 
aggregate losses in killed and wounded on 
cither side, but from tho reports made we ap­ 
prehend that, while the French losses of the 
war will not exceed one hundred thousand 
men, tho German looses, from the qxposures 
on that side as the attacking party, have 
hardly been inss than one hundred and fifty 
thousand meu. 
All this has been done in the brief space of 
one month, from the 2d day of August to tho 
2d day of September; and the grand results 
are the surrender of Napoleon and the subju­ 
gation of France, aud at a point in the contest 
when the French people were only beginning 
to prepare for the expulsion of the enemy.

The Mexicans have 
hail to light that for years. They have fought and 
conquered Maxiuililan, and they have Just now got 
Papacy under subjcr’tton to such an extent that a 
clmrch boll dare not ring only for so long a time. A 
niau can now be born, marry and die without the 
aid of a priest. The pnests do not now control 
Mexico near as much as Beecher does the Unliea 
States. They have public schools, a good system of 
taxation, and, I consider, are now capable of self- 
governmeni. 
Perhaps Mexico may gel along as well as 
the ex-Secretary hope.s aud apparently 
believes, and we should ail be very happy to 
see it. Seward regards it as settling all that 
she has got i id of the priests.
